RAIDED BY BRITISH 


Protest to U. S. Consul 
Brings Rebuke.

SHANGHAI, Aug. 29.—A_ serious 
diplomatic tangle was precipitated 
here yesterday when police of the in- 
ternational settlement raided the 
Shanghai office of the Nationalist gov- 
ernment’s niinistry of foreign affairs, 
located within the foreign settlement, 
and seized a quantity of pampbiets 
giving the Chinese side of the Tsinan 
incident. 

The foreign ministry office was oc- 
cupied at the time of the raid by 
Clarente Kuangson Young, councilor 
of the ministry, and also by Chao 
Hsin-chu, vice minister of foreign af- 
fairs. 

The raid, which was conducted by 
British police, created indignation in 
Chinese official circles, resulting in a 
strong protest being” lodged today by 
Dr. C. T. Wang, Nationalist foreign 
minister, with Edwin 8S. Cunningham, 
American consul general, who is chair- 
man of the iocal consular body.

According to officials of the 
foreign office, Mr. Cunningham in- 
formed Dr. Wang today that the 
Nationalist government has no right

Classed as a migratory bird by the 
United States biological survey, the 
common dove of the middle west (also 
called the mourning dove) is protected 
by law, and hunters must observe a 
regular open and closed season in IIli- 
nois and other states. _ 

Iowa and Indiana do not allow gun- 
ners to hunt duves, but Illinois has es- 
tablished Sept. 1 to Sept. 30 as the 
open season on this fast flying bird. 
Michigan is another state which has 
clamped the lid on dove shooting, so 
Illinois hunters get the jump on gun- 
‘ners in the middle west by being per- 
mitted to go afield mext Saturday 
morning and open up with the scatter 
guns.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 29.—[Spe-

by Secretary of the Treasury Andrew 
_ Mellon, chairman of the federal re- 
serve board. In a formal statement 
issued by Roy A. Young, governor of 
the board, the secretary asserted that 
such a policy would undoubtedly re- 
sult in dangerous inflation and “‘work 
widespread disaster to our entire fi- 
n@ncial structure.” 

The statement, it is said, was in- 


tended as a final answer to the numer- 


ous inquiries received by the board in 
recent. weeks, all obviously intended 
to sound out the possibility of a 
change of the board’s credit policies. 
Proposal Discriminatory. 

_* The particular proposal which 
prompted Secretary Mellon's state- 
ment today was that in the case of 
loans secured by governrifént securi- 
ties the discount rate should be the 
same as that borne by the security, 
in some instances as low as 3% per 
cent, although the discount rate now 
effective in most of the federal re- 

serve districts is five per cent. 7 

It was also contended that by in- 
creasing the borrowing value of gov- 
ernment securties the government 
would be able to float at low interest 
rates the large issue of securities 
which must be marketed soon in order 
to provide for the maturity of about 
one billion dollars of Third Liberty 

‘Loan bonds on Sept. 15. 

This phase of the suggestion pro- 
voked Mr. Mellon to assert that “ the 
credit of the United States government 
is so good that there is no occasion 
whatsoever of attempting by artificial 
means to place the United States gov- 
ernment securities in a favored posi- 
tion as compared with commerce, in- 
dustry and agriculture.” 

7 Calis Plan Unfair. 

The federal reserve board has no 
disposition, the secretary declared, to 
“discriminate against commerce and 
industry by approving a rediscount 
rate as low as 3% per cent on coliater- 
al notes secured by government obli- 
gations, while simultaneously certain 
reserve banks would be permitted to 
charge five per cent on eligible com- 
mercial, agricultural and industrial 
, Paper. 

“There is nothing in the present 
situation which would justify a lower 
rate on one class of government se- 
curities over another,”’ continued the 
secretary. “If your proposal were put 
into effect at the present time it would 
permit a member bank to buy United 
States bonds in the present market on 
a yield higher than the bonds bear and 
the member bank would be prompted 
to rediscount to make such purchases 
solely for profit. 

“We believe ‘that the invitation for 
profit would be too great for many 
-, of the banks to resist and would only 
result in inflation that enventually 
would work widespread disaster to our 
entire financial structure and, indirect- 
ly, to the business interests of the 
country.”

DISMISS BLASPHEMY 
PROCEEDINGS AGAINST 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 29.—(7)—All 
proceedings against Dr. Horace M. 
Kallen, former Harvard lecturer, for 
whom a warrant charging blasphemy 
was issued a few days ago, were dis- 
posed of today when Judge Murray 
of Municipal court announced that 
“no warrant would issue,” and that 
there were no grounds for any action. 

The original warrant, based on a 
speech by Dr. Kallen at a Sacco-Van- 
‘Zetti memorial meeting last Thursday, 
was recalled by Judge Murray yes- 
terday. Today the judge said the pro- 
fessor would not be arrested and that 
the warrant was sent to the police by 
mistake before the facts were gone 
into thoroughly. The meeting at 
which the speech was made was or- 
derly, the judge said, and nothing oc- 
curred to warrant criticism. 

“No report of the Kallen speech 
was taken down,” the judge said. 
“The statement complained of must 
not only be willful but must appear to 
have been delivered with bad purpose. 
Some danger surely exists in taking 
a single sentence apart from the rest 


Jof the cohtext. The language em- 


ployed may have been used inadver- 
tently in the heat of an earnest argu- 
ment. Such an utterance would not 
constitute the Willful blasphemy pro- 
hibited by the statute.”

Children Born 
Out of Wedlock 


of Parents.

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 29.—The new 
civil code just issued by the Mexican 
government is far in advance of the 
civil legislation of most countries of 
the world in its provisions for the 
protection of children born out of wed- 
lock. Among other radical stipula- 
the law provides that illegiti- 
mate children shall share equally with 
legitimate offspring the property of 
both parents: The law, however, has 


the father to extend to all his chil- 
dren, born in or out of wedlock, full 
protection. 

An unmarried woman living with a 
of the new law, his legal wife, in so 
far as children born during their liv- 


children, consequently, become legiti- 
mate, in so far as the inheritance of 
the name of the father and the wealth 
of both parents is concerned. 


The new law has far reaching social 
effects. Eighty per cent of the labor- 
ing classes, including not an inconsid- 
erable part of the new lower middle 
| Class, are and have always been un- 
married in Mexico since the destruc- 
tion of all the machinery of the old 
Indian empires over four centuries 
ago. The custom of living together 
and raising families without benefit of 
clergy or recognition of the social ma- 


'years, been a real social institution 
lin Mexico, The law frankly recog- 
nizes this and attempts td protect the 
unfortunate victims of it. 

| When living was cheap, servants 
| were little above slaves, and the Mexi- 
(can population was 90 per cent Indian; 
when there was little or no law except 
for the small percentage of whites, in 
| all of New Spain, and when morals 
|; were as loose as the greater part of 
the Spanish adventurers who came to 
the conquered domains of the Monte- 
zumas in search of fortune, p.'actical 
polygamy and promiscuous living be- 
came all too common. A man then 
had as many women as he cared to 
support and the casa grande (big 
house] and the casa chica [little 


In the one the legitimate wife. held 
forth; in the other [or others], the 
woman who was “ married behind the 
church.”” There are casas chicas and 
casas grandes in Mexico today, though 
not so many as when living was much 
cheaper; and the new law demands of 
the adherents to the old institution 
that they do not continue to cast bur- 
dens upon society which they are ob- 
ligated, by all the laws of . 
carry themselves. . 

In general, the reformed law means 
little to the laborer, who lives from 
day to day and, consequently, has 
nothing te leave to his children. But 
here it looks to the future; for these 
same children, who are largely being 
educated in the public schools, are 
destined to become more important 
factors in the social fabric than their 


‘from them the stamp of illegitimacy. 
The law provides for the responst- 


|heirs, born within or without wed- 
lock. Heretofore employers of large 
bodies. of laborers have been able to 
practically nullify the law by main- 
taining that most of the men in their 
employ had no legal families. The 
new law considers a man and woman 
making common life together and 
raising a family as coming within the 
sphere of legitimacy. 

For the government itself the new 
law has wide reaching significance. 
Heretofore only children of parents 
legally married according to the civil 
ceremony provided by law could re- 
ceive a government pension, in case 
of the death of their father in the 
service of the nation, more especially 
in the army. Army officers 
families have been killed in battle, 
leaving their families penniless, be- 
cause they. were either not married.
